All eyes this morning are turned toward 
Colonel John J. McCuok, whom McKinley 
has selected to be his attorney gencral, in 
response to a general demand of the trusts 
—a demand headed and represented in its 
immediate negotiations with Major Mc- 
Kinley and Mark Hanma by J. DB. Searles, 
_ @ecretary, treasurer, manager and dip- 
lomatic agent of the notorious saccharine 
combination which Senator Lexow is now 
trying to puncture with his little legislative 
probe. 

A member of the firm of Alexandcr & 
Green, with which Colonel McCook has 
been identified for years, guve me whut he 
declared to be the true story of Colonel 
McCook’s connections as a corporation law- 
_ yer. 

At the time the various sugar refineries 
now forming the trust went into the combi- 
nation, Colenel’ McCook was consulted by 
various New York banking houses az to 
the combination’s finances. Tre trust's 
attorney then, us now, was John F. Par- 
sons. Different refineries which went ito 
the combination were represented by var- 
lous lawyers, among them being James C. 
Carter and Joseph H. Choate. Kut Colanel 
MoCouk, 86 far as could be learned last 
night, w&s never connected with the sugar 
interests tn the transaction. 

The firm of which Colonel McCook ts a 

member has long répresented corporation 
interests. For the must part these have 
been railroads and life insurance compa- 
nies. It wis «aid positively last year that 
the firm does not now, and never has, rep- 
resented’ any of the so-called trusts to 
which Senator Lexow is devoting so much 
of his time. It was told, also, that Cvlonel 
McCook has been gradually getting out of 
railroad luw, and that his firm now repre- 
Sents fewer corporation interests of that 
~ Character than for many years. — 
_ General Horace Porter and other mem- 
bers of the Union League Club have been 
urging Colonel McCouk’s selection. They 
have®been sending many letters to the 
president-elect. Whenever the colonel has 
received letters from friends about the 
matter he has answered them as if there 
Was nothing in the talk of his appoint- 
ment, 

Colonel McCook’s evident surprise at his 
appointment recails President Cleveland's 
course when he named William C. Whit- 
ney for secretary of the navy twelve years 
ago. The president-elect first mentioned 
the subject to Mr. Whitney when he told 
him of his appointnient. 

HAS A MIND OF HIS OWN. 

When Lyman J Gage was picked out 
for the treasury portfolio it was strongly 
intimated that he would lead the cabinet 
cotillion, so to speak, Mr. Gage being. as 
is well known, a man of clear-cut views 
and adamantine decision. If Mr. Gage is 
to have Colonel McCook for a colleague 
there may be two sides to the story, for 
the New York lawyer also has a mind of 
hid own, and is neither slow nor hesitating 
ebout ‘expressing it. He is a “fighting 
McCook,” and any one whose memory 
goes back to the civil war knows what that 
means. 

Colonel McCook will be fifty-two years 
old next May. He is the youngest of nine 
tons, belonging to the “Tribe of Dan,"’ as 
they were called to distinguish them from 
his cousin, the sons of Dr. John McCook, 
the “Tribe of John.”’ Major Daniel Mce- 
Cook and eight of his sons fought for the 
union in the ¢ivil war.

Thrasher Mead, a Georgia negro, was ar- 
rested at Birmingham yesterday upon the 
advice of United States Postoffice Inspector 
Ed Barry, of this city. He is an expert 
safe blowef and is wanted for several dar- 
ing ojbs which he hus done over the coun- 
try. 

In December of last year Mead blew open 
the safe in the postoftice at Akron, Miss., 
and secured therefrom $1,000. He was ar- 
rested by inspector Peer, of the New Or- 
leans district soon after and placed in jail 
at Aberdeen, but not until he had secreted 
the money. 

While in the Aberdeen jail Thrasher 
wired to his wife in Chicago for $500 for 
his attorney’s fee. The money Was sent 
hin by wire and the night he received the 
money he broke jail. 


After breaking jail at Aberdeen the ne- 


gro traveled around over the cuuntry and 
the case was transferred by Inspector Peer 
to Inspector aBrry, of this city, und they 


1 have been working it together ever since. 


Photographs of the man were secured and 
scattered over the country. and several 
weeks ago he blew open a safe in the post- 
Office at Davisboro, Ga. The officers got 
on his track there and he was traced to 
Macon, where they again lost track of him 
on January sth. 

All the officers in this. section were noti- 
fied to look out for the man anda rrest him 
on sight, and yesterday Inspector Barry 
received a telegram from the chief of po- 
lice of Birmingham stating that the negro 
was under arrest. He wil be given a pre- 
liminary hearing at that place and will be 
taken back to Misgjss! ippi for trial. 

eMad is a Georgia ‘gro, and was for- 
merly from Owens Ferry, in Camden coun- 
ty. He is six feet two inches in heighth, 
weighs 200 pounds and with a scar on the 
back og his head is very easy to identify. 

He has been working with a gang of Chi- 
cage <rouks for several years and has the 
reputation of beimg one of the most ex- 
pert safe crackers In the country. His wife 
runs a grocery store in Chicago, and is 
sald to be quite wealthy. The officers be- 
Heve that they have made a big catch in

General Ransom Talks About Mexico, 
President Diaz and His Treatment 
in the Foreign Country—He Says 

Georgia Has Men Fit To Represent 


the United States in Mexico, 


General Matt W. Ransom, minister to 
Mexico, was in Atlanta for twenty. min- 
utes today. He arrived over the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad at. 11:40 o'clock 
and left at. 12 o’clock for his home in 
North Carolina. 

During the time he was in Atlanta he 
walked wut under tho shed and was 
met’ by several friends with whom he con- 
versed pleasantly. while he was here. 

General HKansom left the City of Mexico 
last Saturday night and will reach home 
tonight. With the exception of two days 
which he spent in San Antonio, he has 
been on the cars during the entire time. 

General Ransom is the picture of health 
and he said to a representative of The 
Evening Constlution that the never felt 
better in his life. 

Regarding his official life in Mexico, he 
said that he had been treated with the 
utmost courtesy by the government and 
that he has nothing but the kindliest of 
feeling for President Diaz and his entire 
cabinet. 

“The president is an able man,” said 
Minister Ransom, ‘‘and he has a strong 
body of cabinet officers drawn around him. 

“The present goverqment is the strongest 
that the republic has ever enjoyed and all 
the subjects seem to have the greatest 
confidence in the executive. 

“President Diaz is just entering upon his 
fifth term as president of Mexico and it is 
going to be his grandest term. 

' “Mexico is progressing in every line, and 
is. fast becoming one of the foremost na- 


_ticns of the world. The country is in a 


prosperous condition, and every one seems 
to be elated over the outlook fr the future,”’ 

Minister Ransom said that he would visit 
Washington and pay his respects to Presi- 
dent Cleveland, after he has remained at 
his home for a few days. 

When asked as to whether he would re- 
turn to Mexico or not Senator Ransom said 
that he was in doubt, but that it was more 
than probable that he would no, as the 
time of the present administration is near 
un end and his successor will in all proba- 
bility be appointed soon after Major Mc- 
Kinley is tnaugurated next month. 

The general was informed that Georgia 
had two ccadidates who wanted to succeed 
him at the capital of Mexico. “Yes,” said 
he. “Georgia always has plenty of can- 
didutes for office aud I am sure that a good 
man to succeed me can be found in

Need Not Be Able To Assist His Coun- 
sel in the Conduct of the Case—The 
Judge Reviews the Case and Lays 
Down the Law to the Jury...

Judge John 8. Candler began the delivery 
of his charge to the jury in the Flanagan 
case at Decatur at 2:4 o'clock this after- 
noon. 

He charges that if Flanagan knows right 
from wrong at this time the is responsible 
and must be held for hip crime. . 

The judge’s charge is an. important docu- 
ment and it is as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Jury+The defendant is 
on trial before y on am fasue formed by 
a plea filed in lan behalf alleging that at 
this time he Is a lunatic.) It is further al- 
leged in that plea that. the defendant is 
now a person afflicted with insanity. 

“The state joins issue on this plea and 
denies the allegations set forth, and says 
thaf the defendant is not a lunatic, and is 
not affilcted with Insanity at this time. 

Ourdaw provides that no lunatic, or per- 
son afflicted with insanity, shall be tried or 
put upon trial for any offense during the 
time he is afflicted with such lamacy or 
insanity, and when a plea setting up lar- 
ceny and imsanity at the 
Ts filed in behalf of a ¢ 
duty of the court to, 


ant it ts the 
se thé issue on 
arid in ie a even ~~ being foun 
in favor of the defendant itis: the duty of 
the cotirt to order the: defendamt to be de- 
livered to the superintendent ‘of the: state 
lunatic asylum, ‘there. to remain until dis- 
charged in the manner prescribell by law, 
Should the issue be found agaist the de- 
féndant, then it’ would be competent for 
«he defendant to be tried on the bill of in- 
dictment for the: offense with which he 
stands charged. 

“The issue before you is as to the de- 
fendant’s. mental condition at this time, 
and evidence tending to show it at 
other times has been permitted 
to be introduced before you 
as throwing light upon his present condi- 
tion and to assist you in arriving at a 
correct conclusion as to the present con- 
dition. His condition prior to this time 
is allowed also, because of the presump- 
tion of law ‘that a mental state once proved 
to exist continues.’. This presumption may 
be rebutted by proof to the contrary. 

“The law presumes every person to be 


of sound mind,’ and the burden of prov-. 


ing that &t this time this defendaht Is of 
unsound mind is upon him. The burden 
is upon him to show by a preponderance 
of the evidence that at this fime he ts of 
unsound mind. 

“Upon the trial of this issue if you 
should believe, from the evidence, that 
at this time he has not reasun sufficient 
to. distinguish between right and wrong— 
between the good and evil of such an 
act as.that with which he is charged, 
you should find this issue in favor of the 
defendant. But, if you should believe, from 
the evidence, that at this time he has 
reason sufficient to distinguish between 
right and wrong—between the good and 
evil of such an act as that with which 
he stands charged, you should find the 
issue in favor of the state an@ against 
the defendant plea- of insanity. The sim- 
ple rulé upon which you determine this 
issue being: If this’ defendant has reason 
sufficient to distingu?sn /between ‘right 
and wrong,’ between ‘the good and evil’ 
of a particular act of like character as 
the act with which he stands charged, 
this issue should be found in favor of 
the state. 

“If he has not reason sufficient to so 
distinguish, the issue should be found in 
favor of the defendant. 

“If you should believe, from all the facts, 
circumstances and opinions proven be- 
fore you, that this defendant, by 
receon of mental infirmity, is incapable 
of distinguishing between the right and 
wrong, between the good and evil of an 
act such as the one with which he stands 
charged, of knowirg that the comission 
of such an act would subject him‘to pun- 
ishn ent, if he has no will, no controlling 
mental power, If he has not sufficient mind 
to understand ‘Irs relations to his fellow 
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opinion or belief, giving 
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‘fered before you as to what this defen- 


dant’s true condttion of mind at this time 
is, and in deciding that you are permittea 
to consider this defendant's past history, 
his family history and all the incidents 
of his past life proven before you, with 
a view of having all ¢he light thrown 
upon’ his mental conditton at this time 
Ahat is possible. You will also 
consider all of this class of evi- 
dence as the facts upon which cer- 
tain opinions of a certain class of witneses 
khown as medical expert ‘witnesses are 
in part or in whole predicated. 


“Our law does not differentiate the terms 


lunacy or insanity into various kinds and 
class¢s, but simply says that the lunacy or 
insanity, which In the sense of the I-w will 
excuse a defendant from ‘the commission 
of a crime with which he. is*charged, is 
such as dethrones reason and incapacitates 
him as such individual from distinguish-+ 


ing between the right and wrong, the good 


and evil, of a particular act about to be 
committed. 
“A view of. this issue has been presented 


to the court and a request to charge in 


behalf of defendant has been made to the 


effect that if he is not tn such mental con- 
dition as to aid and assist his counsel in 
his own defense, at this time, you should 
find the issue In his favor. 

“The court declines to so charge, but 
does charge you that ff you should so be- 
lieve you might consider how far proof of 


} such mental infirmity might go toward 


convincing you of his insanity, such as I 
have charged must exist to enable you to 
find this issue fn his favor. But, although 
you should believe that at this time he 
might not be in mental condition to proper- 
ly aid his counsel in his defense, yet, if his 
disease is not such as to render him in- 
capable of understanding «he nature of the 
offense with which he stands charged, If 
he is in such mental] condition as to under- 
stend his. surroundings, the nature and 
criminality of such act, the punishment to 
which he would be subjected, if found 
guilty of the commission of such act; if 
he understands and is able to distinguish 
between the right and wrong of such an 
act, he would be criminally responsible, 


and this issue should be found against 


him. 
“Where the ‘qusetion under examination 


and to be decided by the jury is one of 
opinion, any -witmess may swear to his 
is reason therefor; 
and so a number of witnesses have been 
examined before you and have been allov- 
ed to give their opinions. You judge of the 
value of these opinions from the facts 
stated upon which they are based, :nd you 
are authorized to give them just such 

eight as you -think they. are entitled to, 


acts: as stated and.upon wfitch they are 
supposed to be based. You would also be 
authorized to consider! the intelligence, 
character and -general surfoundings of a 
witness giving his opinion, :f any such is 
shown, In deciding upon the value of the 
opinicn. Also, the state of feelings of a 
witness to the parties and his relationship, 
when proven, may be considered by the 
jury. 

“The opinion of experts on any question 
of sciénce may be given in evidence. These 
opinions may be given on the facts as 
proved By other witnesses—und you give 
thern such corsidevation as you see ft, 
tuken in connection with what you. believe 


w 
ROE considered in connection with the

facts or hypotheses stated, and upon which 
facts and hypetheses, as stated, this latter 
class of witnesses give their opinions.

You may consider its 
manner of delivery, the circumstances at- 
terdant upon the sanie, and age it as you 
think best to aid you ir arriving at a con- 
clusion as to his mental condition at this 
time, You should consider it In connection 
with ali the facts, opinions and circum- 
stances tn the case, giving to all the 
weight you believe proper. 

“The object of all legal investigation is 
the discovery of truth. The burden of 
proof in the trial of this issue is on the de- 
fendant. You must he geatisfied, by the 
preponderance or greater weight of evi- 
dence introduced before you, that at this 
time he is a lunatic, or that he is suffer- 
ing from insanity as heretofore explained. 
If he has done this, it is your duty to find 
the tissue in favor of his plea. If he has 
mot, you should find this issue in favor of 
the state. 

“I have charged you that the presumption 
of the sanity of the defendant which the 
law raises must be rebutted by a prepon- 
derance of the evidence offered. By the 
preponderance of the evidence is meant

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EXPLOSION INJURES MANY | 


THE CHICAGO CHRONICLE BUILDING 
BADLY WRECKED. 


One jan Will Probably Die and the 
Others Arée Painfaliy Wounded. 
A Leat in a Natural Gas 
Pipe the Cause. 


Chicago, February 20.—Seven explosions 
of natural gas occurred at 7 o’clock this 
morning in the engine room of The Chica- 
go Chronicle, at 164 and 166 Washington 
street, and badly shattered the basement 
and injured five persons serious. 

Pipes leading from the streea sprung a 
leak and the explosion was caused by igni- 
tion from an electric ight wire. 

John McMillan, foreman of the press- 
room, was almost seriously injured and his 
recovery is doubtful. He was blown 
against the wall and badly burned. One 
arm was so badly crushed that it woll 
probably have to be amputated. 

Harry Hardgrove, engineer, was blown 
thirty feet and badly injured internally. 

John Stranger, pressman, was seriously 
burned about the face. 

John Wheeler, the driver of Case & 
Martin, who was standinfg in front of 
The Chronicle office, was blown half way 
across the street and Charles Williams, 
who was standing on the sidewalk over 
the gas: pipe was blown as high as the sec- 
ond story of the building and badly in- 
jured.,

flames leaped through the basement floor 
and consumed the business office and de- 
stroyed the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany’s branch office adjoining.

SANFORD CASE ON TODAY. 


Suit Against the Scottish American 
Mortgage Company. 

The case of Sanford against the Scotish 
American Mortgage Company was begun 
this morning, Judge Lumpkin is presiding 
in chambers. 

The case involves several thousand dol- 
lars and will eb an impoftant legal fight. 
During the life of T. P. Sanford he gave 
a deed to 6,000 acres of land in Cobb, Mor- 
gan and Green counties, to the Scottish- 
American Mortgage Company as security 
for a loan of $22,000.

AN ATLANTA POET 
OF THE OLD DAYS. 


In the scorching sixties, when Atlanta 
was a military center, and seven daily 
newspapers were published here, a young 
Virginian named A. R. Watson made his 
home among us, and soon made himseif 
famous. 

At that time our leading daily was The 
Southern Confederacy, under the manage- 
ment of Colonel George W. Adair, who had 
collected a staff of very bright . writers 
whose specialties ranged from police court 
reporting all the way, up to political econ- 
omy and belles-lettres. | 

Watson joined the group of journalists, 
and at once became a favorite. He was 2 
handsome, manly young fellow with a big 
heart and his fountain: of poetry was ap- 
parently inexhaustible. 


The Virginian was a good newspaper 
man and an industrious worker, He never 
: but he found 
time |to. write ringing verses which found 
their way to every. southern camp fire and 
cottage, and some of his lyrics crossed the 
sea and bécame popular in’ England.

make them. The price of the sheet was 
only fifty cents in confederate money, but 


‘it failed to make a hit. At a time when 
‘the invading army might pounce upon the 


city any day the soldiers and eitizens were 
not. thinking about humorous papers. So 
the experiment stopped with its first issue, 
and it was not renewed. 


But Watson did not heed a paper of: his 
own ta bring him before the public. He 
stood in the front rank of southern literary 
men, and such journalists in Atlanta as J. 
Henley Smith, Henry Watterson, St. Clair- 
Abrams, Major Steele, L. J. DuPre, John 
H. Seals, John C, Whitner, 8. D. Niles, 
Colonel Galloway, & S. Peterson, 
Whidby and, others on, the seven dailies 
were his friends and admirers. 

He followed the fortunes of the confed- 
eracy after Atlanta fell, but. was among 
the first to return after the war. He was 
on The New Era ‘for a while and later 
edited -The Sun, At one time he edited 
The Ladies’ Home Gazette in partnership 
with Colonel J..S. Prather. The late Bill 
Moore was with him on this paper and also 
on The Sun. The Gazette was a splendid 
literary -wetkly and first introduced James 
Maurice Thompson to the public. — 

About the close of the war Mr. Watson 
married Miss Latimer, of Atlanta, and soon 
had an interesting family in his happy lit- 
tle home.

senger: “He died there early in the seven- 
ties, and the people of that city testified 
their love for him by purchasing a- home 
and presenting it to his family.

Montgomery M. Folsom, 
SACRED TO HIS MEMORY. 

All my life I have been taught to regard 
General Alexander .R. Lawton as a true 
type of the old time southern gentleman. 
His name was mingled with the tenderest 
treditions of my childhood. He was my 
father’s friend in those trying times when 
@ true friend was a friend indeed. Both 
have passed into the land of the shadows, 
now, and have gone to enjoy the rewards 
of lives well epent. Because of those ear- 
ly associations the reading of that aplendid 
tribute to the memory of General Lawton 
by the committee of the Savannah bar as- 
sociation, before the supreme court, made a 
deep impression on my mind. It recalled 
haif-forgotten memories and appealed to 
my heart as if every word were an echo 
from some far off shore. Afier the resolu- 
tlons were read Justice Atkinson, in behalf 
of the court, utered the following beautiful 
sentiments: 


‘Gentlemen of the Bar: The court pauses 
im the midst of its judicial labor to re- 
ceive your report in which you offer a 
proper tribute of respect to the memory of 
one who, far beyond the merit of ordinary 
men, deserved the honors heaped upon him 
during a long, useful and illustrious career 
at the bar, and as well to join with you in 
briefly referring, for the benefit of those 
who may come after us, to those virtues 
which so adorned his private Hfe, which so 
liluminated his professional career, and 
which rendered so conspicuous his distin- 
guished services to the public. 


“General Lawton was present as a nem- 
ber of the bar of this court, we might say, 
almost at its birth; and in the long lst of 
iilustrious men whose names were. earliest 
entered upon its .rolis,.we find those who 
in their day and time came to be among 
“the foremost men of all this age,’’. But 
among them all we find not one who, meas- 
ured by the lofty standard of. true man- 
hood, was a nobler, purer or stronger 
man than Alexander R. Lawton. He was a 
ripe scholar, a profound philosopher, a: 
sound lawyer, a broad visioned statesman, 
a brave soldier, a devoted patriot, a good 
4nan, He loved truth and despised duplici- 
ty and the virtues which adorne ed the pri- 
vate life of th many-sided, ° wonderful 
man, shone forth never more resplendent 
than at this moment, when, after half a 
century at the bar, with a long and inti- 
mate association with those who wefe ec- 
customed to judge men, when, after a lorg 
life spent in public service, with the search- 
light of the public eye turned full upon his 
past, no spot appears upon his blameless 
privats life. What higher tribute could be 
paid to any man? And what less, in jus- 
tice, could be said to the memory of him? 


“Great as he was at the bar, no less con- 
spicuous was he as an exemplar of that 
wercat unwritten law which is enthruned in 
the conscience of honorable men, and 
which at all time finds its best expression 
when one is called upon to forego his own 
inteiects in obedience to the promptings of 
right and justice and truth. 


“Huuian observation teaches that to be 
Virtucus is easy where vices do not tempt. 
that to be truthful is easy where falsehsud 
is prolitless, that to be courageous is easy 
when no dangers beset the way, and that 
to be generous is easy when no sacrifice of 
sel? is required; but the law of which we 
speak appeals to the better emotions and 
to the loftier aspirations of the human 
soul. It is this law which prompts its vo- 
taries to scorn the meaner niinor things 
which sometimes lead the lawyer to tem- 
porary success at the ultimate expense of 
his own sense of self-respect, and at the 
expense of the good opinion and confidence 
of his brethren at the bar. 


“It is a law the observance of which en- 
ables one to breathe the purer rarefied at- 
mosphere which may be found only around 
the mountain peaks of a nobler, higher 
Mfe. It is a law yhich leads to the 
templation of nobler things, to higher 
ideals, to better thoughts, and makes of us 
stronger, sturdier, better men. As an ex- 
ponent of its best: principles Alexander R. 
Lawton was facile princeps. His dealings 
with his brethren at the bar were marked 
by a most punctilious regard for the pro- 
prieties of the legal profession. He was 
courteous, but withal courageous, in the 
trial of his cases. He denied to no man his 
own, and yielded to none’ the rights of his 
client. He was a truthful man in the 
higher sense. So wmerring wae his judg- 
ment as to what was right and just that 
he did not, in dealing with the rights of 
others, betray even himseif into doing them 
an injustice, even for the advantage of his 
own cHent.

And 
as the pupils enter at about six years of 
age and leave it at twelve, the children 
who pags these six years of their life under 
its roof for so much of the day do so 
at the peculiar age when they are probably 
canable of receiving those impressions 
that unconsciously are most lacking and 
beneficial to their after life, 

If one is looking around for responsibil- 
ity, no better conditions than these could 
be found. There is undoubtedly a satis- 
faction in seeing one’s work completed, 
and the delight of a teacher when after 
many years of the most difficult work, he 
or she sees the pupil pass from under their

charge with certificates of the accomplish 
ed course is necessarily great and repaye 
ing for all the weary hours it has cost, 
but none of these joys are given to the 
teachers at Wiliams street school. When 
graduation comes in sight the pupiis have 
to seek other schools and as far as this ig 
concerned the teachers are to be condoned, 
But laying this aside, as those who are In- 
terested in the welfare of young children, 
they have everything to be congratulated 
for. 

There is the care that cannot be exagger- 
ated and that they accomplish, as has been 
said, with the great addition of not dis- 
troying the gift that they or any one else 
could never replace—the cheerfulness of 
childhood. 

In the first place the building William 
street school occuples is the most beauti- 
ful in the city. It was built only in the 
last three years and it is both artistic and 
pretty—perfectly adapted for tts purpose, 
It is finished in a way that destroys much 
of that bareness that is too often to be the 
characteristic of the school edi- 
fice. The course begins with chil- 
dren that are too young even to 
handle books and before they can be 
prepared for this burden they are taught 
from charts, The first simple rudiments 
of education are instilled into the child’s 
mind from lessons displayed on large sheets 
that are visible to the whole class. 

The teachers that are responsible for. this 
work, so important and so delicate, are con- 
sidered by the school board of the city to 
be next in importance to the principal and 
and assistant principal, and unquestionably 
no more important work could be given to 
@& man or woman than this. 

The principal of this school is Miss Jo 
Berman and with her are six teachers, and 
it is worthy to note here again, that with 
one exception. all the faculty have’ received . 
their training or part of it at least, in the 
Girls’ High school, 

The school has over three hundred 
pupils. and considering this, that is most 
valuable to those who come under its care; 
for at this early age a desire to gain 


knowledge ¢an be cregted .¢! Lyi 
and brought out if it is there, oC eT 
and the former of these two instances is 


what is being done at Wiltams street, and 
this is to be accomplished not by lecturing 
or talking, but by those unconscious teach- 
ings that are most indelibly impressed on 
the developing mind. 

This work Miss Berman and her assist- 
ants are accomplishing, and it ie this that 
is most delightfully evident to any one who 
comes in contact with their school.

past two weeks have had charge of the 
city residence circulation of The Evening 
Constitution, purposely garbled the writ- 
ten communication sent by them in re- 
sponse to a request from its reporter for a 
‘statement from them as to why they gave 
up their business. ; 

The Evening Journal announced that 
Messrs, Turman and Hunter had given up 
the city residence circulation because ‘‘the 
circulation of the paper * * * had dwin- 
dled to less than 2,000,’’ 

The Journal further announced that 
Messrs. Turman and Hunter had failed to 
pay their. newsboys, and that The Consti- 
tution claimed that it had nothing to do 
with the debt. 

- The Suppressed Card. 

The following is the card sent by Messrs. 
Turman and Hunter to The Journal for 
publication, and which was suppressed by 
that paper: . 

“Atlanta, Ga., February 17.—Editor Even- 
ing Journal: -In response to a request from 
your reporter for a statement from us con- 
cerning our giving up the city residence 
circulation of The Evening Constitution, we 

to say that we contracted for this cir- 
culation about two weeks ago, and we gave 
it up for no other reason than because, 
with a small margin allowed to newsdeal- 
ers with a Z-cent paper, it is evidently 
more satisfactory for the city circulation 
to ‘be conducted from the office. just as The 
Journal's. circulation a the Morning 
Constitution's circulatiofi is managed, rath- 
er than by putting it in the hands of an 
independent company. 

“There is money in the sale and delivery 


- Of a 2-cent evening paper for newsboys, 


but after they are paid, and after the office 
is paid for its papers. there is scarcely 
enough profit to authorize an independent 
company giving the matter its time and 
attention. 

“We found also that the street sales of 
The Evening Constitution were so large as 
to interfere with our profits on residence 
delivery, there being no ‘profit on street 


_ @ales for us, the newsboys getting the pa- 
bere: at the same price we paid for them 


for residence delivery. 

“The Constitution will;“therefore, take 
charge of its own circulation of the even- 
ing paper, just as it does the morning pa- 
per. The evening papers now go largely to 
mewsboys and news agents, and with sev- 
eral thousand copies a day sold to them, 
there is not enough profit, when restricted 
to residence delivery, to warrant the full 
time and attention of an independent com- 
pany, URMAN & HUNTER.” 


As to Circulation. 

The circulation of The Evening Constitu- 
tion, which is just one month old today, is 
larger than that of any other evening 
newspaper between Baltimore and New Or- 
leans, and it has increased every day. The 
residence delivery circulation is but a 
small part of the circulation of The Even- 
ing Constitution, which finds its way every 
day into the homes of every street in the 
city of Atlanta, and in all parts of the 
state. 

Messrs. Turman and Hunter had nothing 
to do with the papers delivered either by 
news agents or newsboys; and after a trial 
of their -contract, Mmiting their business 
only to city residence delivery, it_.was mu- 
tually agreed that it was best”for this 
feature of the delivery to be conducted 
from the office, so that newsboys, news 
agents and city residence delivery would 
al! be under one management. 

The Constitution voluntarily assumed the 
obligations of ‘Messrs. Turman and Hunter 
to ‘their newsboys, and it cannot be said 
now—as it has never been said in the past— 
that any man who works for The Consti- 
tution does not get full and prompt pay.

CLASH OVER ANOTHER LINE 


Freight Changes Go Into Effcct Today. 
The Seaboard Representatives Here 
Again Tomorrow—Ratlroad Officials 
Are in” Town-—Items of Interest to 
Railroad People. 


Four of the largest railroads in the south 
are now in a warm fight. 

The four railroads are not in the same 
fight, but the fights are similar. The 
Southern and the Seaboard Air-Line are 
fighting over the lease of the North Caro- 
lina railroad and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville and the Central of Georgia railway 
are fighting over the lease of the Georgia 
railroad. 3 

The two fights ae attracting wide-spread 
attention over the country and the devel- 
opments will be watched with caution to 
see which side comes out ahead. 

The most interesting of the two fights Is 
doubtless that of ‘the Seaboard and South- 
ern for the possession of the North Caro- 


lina rafiroad, This road extends from 
Charlotte to Greensboro and forms the 
connecting tink in the main line of the 
Southern’s system from Atlanta to Wash- 


ington. 


A bill was introduced in the North Caro-, 


lina legislature a few days ago to annul 
the lease which the Southern has on the 
North Carolina road. This bill has been 
considered at length and owing to the big 
advance in rental which the Seaboard has 
offered for the road the legislature is in- 
clined to consider it with favor. 

Ever since tf introduction of the bill at- 
torneys of the two systems have been in 
Raleigh and several lively tilts have been 
enacted between them. 

The attorneys of the Southern say that 


the legtsiature should take no hand in the. 


matter, but on the contrary if the Southern 
has not Hved up to the condition of its 
contract The attorney general of the state 
should také the matter in hand and bring 
suit against the railroad company to annul 
the lease. The procedure would be entirely 
fair and would give the road a chance to 
defend itself. 

If the Seaboard should be successful in 
having the lease annulled and getting the 
line the Southern would have to build a 
connencting link to cover the distance, 


which was at one time surveyed, and is at. 


the present time staked out. 
THE GEORGIA MUDDLE. 

The fight between the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad and the Central railroad 
is to re-establish the fact that the latter 
is a co-lessee with The former of the Geor- 
gia railroad, : 

Several years ago the roads leased the 
Georgia road and after the Central went in 
the hands of a receiver it failed at one 
time to put up its half.of the deficit. The 
Loulsviie and Nashville vaid the full 
amount at the time, and although the 
Central ‘thas since offered to pay the amount 
the Loutsville and Nastiville has refused, 
saying that the failure broke the contract 
and gave it the full possession of the 
Georgia. 

Since Messrs Thomas & Ryan became in- 
terested in the Central they have investi- 
gated this point and have now instituted 
suit for their rights. The case will be 
heard before Judge Speer at Macon on 
March 18th. 

FREIGHT CHANGES. 

The changes in the Southern freight de- 
partment will go into effect today. By 
the change the general agents of the com- 
pany lose that title and become commer- 
cial agents. Several changes are also 
made. 

Jackson, general agent at 
Chattanooga, is transferred to Atlanta as 


soliciting agent; the title of General Agent: 


lL. IL. McCleskey at this place is changed 


to commercial agent and Howard Peeples 


is made traveling agent.

Places of Obstruction Will Not Be 
Allowed To Remain. 


MAYOR BEHIND THE ORDER 


He Calls the Attention of Chief Cen- 
nolly toe an Old Ordinance and Or- 
ders It Enforced, Which Means That 
the Stands Must Go. 


All fruit. venders doing business, or hav- 
ing stands on the-streets or sidewalks in 
the city must move off within the next ten 
days. 

There is an ordinance in the code which 
says no license shall issue to any person 
to carry on any business stand on the 
streets or sidewalks of thé city of Atlanta. 

The recent encroachment on the public 
théfoughfares by the fruit venders has 
caused the city fathers to take notice of 
the law. At the last session of the council 
gh ordinance was passed, the intent of 
which was to rid the streets and sidewalks 
of these stands by going at them in an 
indirect. manner. The ordinance requires 
that the stand be moved at the close of 
business each day. It was thought that 
the venders would soon get tired moving 
their effegts each day and shortly move 
into some building. But so far it has had 
no effect. 

Mayor Collier has been investigating the 
situation, and on yesterday notified Chief 
Connolly of the old law, and instructed him 
to put it in force. Acting upon instructions 
Chief Connolly has given all the venders 
ten days within which they must move. 

The fight on the stands is not being 
made on the vender alone, but also on the 
property owners who are renting the space 
on the outside of their stores—the space 
which has been graciously allotted them by 
the council upon which to display their 
goods. 

It has come to the mayor that several 
property owners are receiving as much as 
$60 a month from fruit venders as rent for 
the space. This being in direct violation of 
the purpose for which the space was grant- 
ed, Mayor Collier felt that the privilege 
was being abused. 

The responsibility rests with the tax com- 
mittee, which has the power to recommend 
or reject all such licenses, and why it 
should have overlooked the law is a puz- 
zling question with a majority of the city 
council. 

The law now being resurrected, it is not 
likely that any more such licenses will 
issue, 


QUEEN VICTORIA’S HOUSEHOLD. 


State Functions and Splendid Enter- 
tainments at Buckingham Palace. 


At the court of Queen Victoria, says The 
London Telegraph, it has not been cus- 
tomary that the staff or maids of honor 
should exceed eight in number, and at that 
strength it has been maintained for inany 
years past—certainly ever since her majes- 
ty’ was stricken by the Heaviest of her 
many domestic bereavements.. During two 
decades of happy married life the queen 
had much more frequent occasion for 
availing herself of the minigtrations of the 
younger ladies of her household, than she 
has had in the comparative seclusion of 
her widowhood. From 1840 to 13860 Buck- 
ingham palace was the scene of many 
splendid entertainments, and what with 
state “‘functions,’’ royal visits to the opera 
house and principal theaters and an infi- 
nite variety of public ceremonies which her 
majesty was pleased to honor with her 
presence, the service of her “‘matds’”’ and 
women of the bedchamber were in contin- 
ular request. It was, of course, necessary 
that two of the former should always be 
in readiness to wait upon their royal mis- 
tress at a moment’s notice, and this re- 
quirement, during the season, involved a 
daily attendance at the palace of four 
maids of honor, each two in their turn 
taking a spell of six hours’ duty. These 
young ladies were relieved at fixed inter- 
vals, their service being performed during 
alternate weeks or months, in accordance 
with arrangements sanctioned by the 
queen at the instance of the mistress of 
the robes, and it is more than probable 
that, in view of illness.or accident, which 
might at amy time incapacitate the dam- 
gels of the regular establishment from ful- 
filing their appointed charge, supernumer- 
ary maids of honor were constantly in re- 
serve to meet whatever unexpected emer- 


gency might occur. 

Even now the name of an “extra” maid 
of honor figures in the list of noble damsels 
attached to the royal household in the de- 
partment of the mistress of the robes, 
while it may be gathered from the same 
lists that there are four “extra” bed- 
chamber women, one of whom also bears 
the most exalted title of the British no- 
jones 2 This circumstance would seem to 

stify the inference that the maids of 
onor are better able to endure fhe sy 
of court service than the ladies in waitin 
of maturer years, who evidently stan 
in need of numerous substitutes and fre- 
quent relief. One of the regulations pre- 
scribed to members of the household, fe- 
male as well as male—to-wit, that they 
may not sit down in the queen’s presence, 
gave at her ‘majesty’s express command— 
is assuredly more suitable to young girls 
than to elderly or even middle-aged dames, 
such as the ladies of the .

DRS. ELKIN AND COOPER’S INSTI- 
TUTE DESCRIZED, 


It Will Be One of the Finest in the 
South and Work Will Soon Be 
‘Commenced on the New 
Building. 


The sanitarium to.be built by Dr. W. 8S.

It will be on the corner of Fairlie and 
Luckle streets, with the main entrance 
on Luckie street. 

The building will be three stories high 
and 60x94 in dimensions. 

The entrance will be of stone, with large 


ing into a very large vestibule, handsomely 
furnished in oak. On each side of the ves- 
tibule will be waiting rooms for ladies and 
gentlemen. 

Back of the waiting rooms will be the 
private offices of Drs. Elkin and Cooper. 

There will be a large hall, extending from 
the vestibule to the rear of the building. 
Also on the main floor will be seven rooms, 
to be used by house physicians, head 
nurses and by patients. 

The basement will be above ground, and 
will have the kitchen, dining room, pan- 
try, storeroom, cold storage, laundry, fur- 
nace room and six bedrooms for nurses and 
attendants. 

There will be thirteen bedrooms on the 
second floor—all to be used by patients. 

On the third floor there will be eleven 
bedrooms for patients, 
sterilizing room and etherizing rooms. 

The exterior will be finished in stone up 
‘to the first story. The front and side porches 
will be in stone. Above the first story the 
building will be of pressed brick, with 
terra cotta cornices. The interior will be 
finished: in--oak,. and -furnished with ail 
conveniences necessary in a first class 
private hospital. 

There will be hot and cold baths on 
each floor. The building wifl have elec- 
tric and gas light, steam heat, hot and 
cold water. 

Mr. G. L. Normann is the architect, and 

@ says that the bulding will be elegant in 
véry respect. - 

The sketchers of the new building were 
taken to New York by Drs. Elkin and 
Cooper; and after seeing many sanita- 
riums, could find none to compare to this 
one. 

Work will soon commence on the new 
sanitarium. The plans are not quite com- 
plete, but will be in a day or so.

GOT $800 CONFEDERATE MONEY

No Clew Can Be Found Which Prom- 
izes To Bring the Outlaws 
te Justice. 


DETECTIVES AT WORK ON CASE 


White Men Are Supposed To Have 
Entered the Store and Ransacked 
the Safe—Smoke from the Explosion 
Fills the Store—Police Discover the 
Werk of the Robbers After Mid- 
night. 


Last night shortly after midnight the safe 
who has a store on Peters 
street, and who lives in West End, was 
blown open and all of the cash, amounting 
to about $25, valuable papers and notes, 
and about $800 in confederate money, was 
extracted. 

The robbery was one of the boldest and 
most daring on record and several of the 
best detectives that are to be found in 


j‘the city are now at work onthe case, and 


it is probable that before many hours 
have passed the men who did the deed will 
be behind the bars. 

The men who did the work were not 
novices and plainly showed that this is not 
the first time that they have been engaged 
in this work. This leads the officers to 
believe that they come from another cly, 
although it is extremely probable that 
they had the help of the Iocal crooks. 

The officers are sure that the robbery 
Was committed while the evening watch 
was being relieved by the morning watch, 
because Officers Taylor and Wilson had 
just left that vicinity and they noticed 


nothing wrong. When Officers Bevers and 
Randall reached their beat they at once 


began to make the rounds.of the stores, 


and when they came to Morris’s place they 
found the door partly open. 

They opened tae door and walked in. As 
they did so a flood of smoke met.them full 
in the face and it was with difficulty that 
they could breathe. They immediately no- 
tified the Morris's, who were at home in 
West End, and it was fully 2 o’clock be- 
fore young Morris arrived. 

MUST HAVE HAD SKELETON KEY. 

The detective department was also noti- 
fied and the detectives went to work im- 
mediately on the case. An examination 
showed that the safe blowers had entered 
by the front door. No violence had been 
ised and they must have had a key of 
the etere in their possesaion. or they had 
a skeleton key. 

Inside the store, and in the rear portion, 
was the safe. The door proper. was hanging 
on one hinge; while the filling was on the 
floor fully three feet distance. A monkey 
wrench, a hammer and two picks were the 
implements used by.the robbers in their 
work. 

The men evidently went to the Store after 
money ‘and nothing .else, for nene ‘of the 
‘goods in the store was touched. The cash 


drawer was also broken open, but here the 


robbers obtained only afew cents. The de- 
teotives went to work on the case at once 
and this morning found the first clew as 
to which direction the robbers took. 
Under the house of Mr. Leak, who lives 
just around the corner from the store on 
Garnett street, was found some of the 
pers which were in the safe, among tiem 
being several life insurance policies and 
several deeds to land. This shows that the 
robbers went down Garnett street, but fur- 
ther than this nothing is known by the 
detectives and-no arrests have been made.

A contingent of Georgia women will be 
represented at the Nashville Centennial 
who will stand for the intensely practical 
in woman’s work and interests. 


The cultured and artistic type of the. 


Georgia woman is being provided for at 
the fair and the result will be one of the 
loveliest and most interesting exhibits 
there, but aside from ‘this there will be an- 
other feminine showing that will be more 
unique and more generally interesting, and 
that will mean more to women than any 
decorative art scheme. That is, ft will be 
of more practical value to the average wo- 
man. And it is the average woman who 
needs to be benefited just now. 

This interesting exhibit is being arranged 
for by Commissioner of Agriculture Nes- 
bitt and it will be from the women farm- 
ers of the state. It will be news to a 
great many people to know.that there are 
women farmers in Georgia, but the fruits 
of their labors will form an important 
part of the Georgia exhibit just the same.

All eyes this morning are turned toward 
Colonel John J. McCook, whom McKinley 
has selected to be his attorney general, in 
response to a general demand of the trusts 
—a demand headed and represented in its 
immediate negotiations with Major Mc- 
Kinley and Mark Hanma by J. E. Searles, 
secretary, treasurer, manager and dip- 
lomatic agent of the notorious saccharine 
combination which Senator Lexow is now 
trying to puncture with his little legislative 
« probe. 

A member of the firm of Alexander & 
Green, with which ‘Colonel McCook has 
been identHied for years, gave me what he 
declared to be the true story of Colonel 
McCook’s connections as a corporation law- 
yer. 

At the time the various sugar refineries 
now forming the trust went into the combi- 
nation, Colonel McCook was consulted by 
. various New York banking houses as to 
_ the combination’s finances. The trust’s 
attorney then, as now, was John E. Par- 
‘sons. Different refineries which went into 
the combination were represented by var- 
fous - Bardasch ron Bee ten 9 them being James C. 

sCook, so” 
. night, was never connected with the sugar 


_ om interests‘in the transaction. 


The firm of which Colonel McCook is a 
member has long represented corporation 
interests. For the most part these have 
been. railroads and life insurance compa- 
nies. It was said positively last year that 
the firm does not now, and never has, rep- 
resented any of the so-called trusts to 
which Senator Lexow is devoting so much 
of his time. It was told, also, that Colonel 
McCook has been gradually getting out of 
railroad law, and that Ais firm now repre- 
sents fewer corporation interests of that 
character than for many years. 

General Horace. Porter and other mem- 
bers of the Union League Club have been 
urging Colonel McCook’s selection. They 
have been sending many letters to the 
president-elect. Whenever the colonel has 
received letters from friends about the 
matter he has answered them as if there 
was nothing in the talk of his appoint- 
ment. 

Colonel McCook’s evident surprise at his 
appointment recalls President Cleveland's 
course when he named William C. Whit- 
néy for secretary of the navy twelve years 
ago. The president-elect first mentioned 
the subject to Mr. Whitney when he told 
him of his appointment. 

HAS A MIND OF HIS OWN. 

When Lyman J. Gage was picked out 
for the treasury portfolio it was strongly

He is an expert 
safe blower and is wanted for several dar- 
ing ojbs which he has done over the coun- 
try. 

In December of last year Mead blew open 
the safe in the postoffice at Akron, Miss., 
and secured therefrom $1,000. He was ar- 
rested by Inspector Peer, of the New Or- 
leans district soon after and placed in jail 
at Aberdeen, but not until he had secreted 
the money. : 

While im the Aberdeen jail Thrasher 
wired to his wife in Chicago for $500 for 
his attorney’s fee. The money was sent 
him by wire and the night he received the 
money he broke jail. 

After breaking jail at Aberdeen the ne- 
gro traveled around over the country and 
the case was transferred by Inspector Peer 
to Inspector aBrry,:of this city, and they 
have been working it together. ever since. 
Photographs of the mam were secured and 
scattered over the country, and _ several 
weeks ago he blew open a safe in the post- 
Office at Davisboro, Ga. The officers got 
on his track there and he was traced to 
Macon, where they again lost track of him 
on January 9th. 

All the officers in this section were noti- 


‘fied to look out for the man anda rrest him 


on sight, and yesterday Inspector Barry 
received a telegram from the chief of po- 
lice of Birmingham stating that the negro 
was under arrest. He wil be given a pre- 
liminafy hearing at that place and will be 
taken back to Mississippi for trial. 

eMad is a Georgia negro, and was for- 
merly from Owens Ferry, in Camden coun- 
ty. He is six feet two inches in heighth, 
weighs 200 pounds and with a scar on the 
back of his head is very easy to identify.

General Ransom Talks About Mexico, 


’ President Diaz and His Treatment 


in the Foreign Country—He Says 


Georgia Has Men Fit To Represent 


the United States in Mexico. 


General Matt: W. Ransom, minister to 
Mexico, was in Atlanta for twenty min- 
utes today. He arrived over the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad at 11:40 o'clock 
and left at 12 o'clock for his home in 
North Carolina. 

During the time he was in Atlanta he 
walked out under the shed and was 
met by several friends with whom he con- 
versed pleasantly while he was here. 

General Ransom left the City of Mexico 
last Saturday night and will reach home 
tonight. With the exception of two days 
which he spent in San Antonio, he has 
been on the cars during the entire time. 

General Ransom is the picture of health 
and he said to a representative of The 
Evening Constiution that he never felt 
beiter in his life. 

Regarding his official life in Mexico, he 
said that he had been treated with the 
utmost courtesy by the government and 
that he has nothing but the kindliest of 
feeling for President Diaz and his entire 
cabinet. 

“The president is an able man,” said 
Minister Ransom, “and he has a strong 
body of cabinet officers drawn around him. 

“The present government is the strongest 
that the republic has ever enjoyed and all 
the subjects: seem to have the greatest 
confidence in the executive. 

_“President Diaz is just entering upon his 
fifth term as president of Mexico and it is 
going to be his grandest term. 

*“*‘Mexico is progressing in every line, and 
is fast becoming one of the foremost na- 
ticns of the world. The country is in a 
prosperous condition, and every one seems 
to be elated over the outlook fr the future.”’ 

Minister Ransom said that he would visit 
Washington and pay his respects to Presi- 
dent Cleveland, after he has remained at 
his home for a few days. 

When asked as to whether he would re- 
turn to Mexico or not Senator Ransom said 
that he was in doubt, but that it was more 
than probable that he would no, as the 
time of the present administration is near 
an end and his successor will in all proba- 
bility be appointed soon after Major Mc- 
Kinley is inaugurated next month. 

The general was informed that Georgia 
had two cendidates who wanted to succeed 
him at the capital of Mexico. “Yes,” said 
he. “Georgia always has plenty of can- 
didates for office and I am sure that a good 
man to succeed me can be found in this 
state.”*

Dr. James B. Baird is one of the most 
noted experts on insanity’ in the south. 
He has had wide experience with insane 
persons and he has given the matter much 
consideration and study. 

Dr. Baird was prominently connected 
with the Alex Carr case and he is now iden- 
tified with the Flanagan case. He has 
made a study of both cases and he is of 
the opinion that neither of the men are 
crazy. He admits that Flanagan is a 
weak-minded man, but he says the man is

ing Constitution as to his opinion of the 
two cases today and he said: 

“The form of insanity,” said Dr. Baird, 
“claimed in the cases of Alex Carr and 
Edwin Flanagan are entirely different. In 
Carr’s case the form of insanity claimed 


was that of dementia. 

“Dementia means a weakness of the unm 
derstanding, as a result of a Giseased con- 
dition of the brain, which progresses until 
the mind may be entirely overcome. 

“In the first place,”’ he continued, “it 
was not claimed that Carr was insane at 
the time the crime was committed, but be- 
came insane after he was imprisoned. 

“There was never any question to the 
fact that he presented the ordinary symp- 
toms which pertain to dementia. 

“The question in his case was whether 
the disease was real or feigned. 

“Some claimed that they were real; 
others held that they were feigned. 

“As for myself, I regarded Carr as a 
man with a weak, coarse brain, but be- 
lieved from the evidence presented, and 
which I considered ample and reliable, that 
the symptoms of insan'ty which he pre- 
sented were all assumed by him. 

“I testified in Carr’s case five different 
times; first, in the trial of murder in the 
superior court, and on three different trials 
before the ordinary on the plea of insan- 
ity, one of which resulted in a mistrial, one 
in a verdict of sanity, and the last in a ver- 
dict of insanity. This was the fifth time I 
was a member of the commission appointed 
by the governor to inquire into his sanity 
or insanity, pending consideration of his 
application for commutation made to the 
governor. 

“In all of these I discovered no reason 
for a change of my first opinion, but on 
the contrary found confirmatory and ac- 
cumulative evidence as to my first decis- 
ion. 

THE FLANAGAN CASE. 

“In Flanagan's case it has been claimed 
that he was -nsane at the time of the 
killing, and the form of insanity alleged 
to exist is that of monomanit. The spe- 
cial form charged is known, in late years, 
as paranole. Paranoia, in other words, 
means a chronic systematized delusional! in- 
sanity. 

“The meaning of monomania, which is 
a word commonly used to embrace this 
class of insanity, is a perversion of the 
understanding in regard to a single object 
or a small class of objects. 

“The essential feature of monomania 
is delusion or false belief about anything; 
therefore, the delusion may embrace any 
class of subjects. 

“A person who is the subject of an in- 
sane delusion may not give any indication 
of its existence unless the particular ob- 
ject to which it relates is brought to his 
attention, and upon all other occasions he 
may act and talk in an entirely rational 
manner.: 

“The subjects of such delusions are liable 
to sudden explosive outbreaks, but al- 
ways upon close investigation, premonitory 
symptoms of the impending storms may 
be discovered, and as the explosion is a 
result of a diseased brain, the symptoms 
do not instaneously disappear, but evi- 
dences of brain disorder remain for days, 
weeks, months or years after the out- 
break of violence.”’

London, February 20.—All political inter- 
est is now. centered in the struggle over 
Crete, and though it would be unwise to 
predict now what the outcome will be, it 
is the general opinion here that Greece 
will ultimately attain her object and again 
count the island as one of her possessions. 
Popular opinion in England is strongly in 
favor of Greece. The proposal made by 
Germany that a joint fleét of the powers 
blockade the Piraeus, the port of Athens, 
in order to compel Greece to heed the de 
mands made upon her, has caused the deep- 
est indignation here. It is pointed out that 
the youthful and extremely impulsive Ger- 


.Man emperor may have other than polit- 


ical objects in view in his desire to inflict 
humiliation upon the Greeks. 

Prince Constantine, duke of Sparta, heir- 
apparent to the throne of Greece, married 
some six years ago Princess Sophia of Prus- 
sia, sister of Emperor William; The prin- 
cess, who was a Lutheran, changed her 
religioys faith when she married Prince 
Constantine, and had the temerity to do 
this without consulting the wishes of her 
brother or asking his permission. This ig- 
noring of his prerogative irritated the em- 
peror and he has since been on unfriendly 
terms with the princess and her husband, 
and it is barely possible that in addition 


} to what he deems high treasons of state, 


he is desirious of letting the Greeks know 
that he does not readily forgive ‘what he 
considers anin jury done to his dignity 
by their crown princess. 3 

This, of course, seems a puerile reason 
for attempting to thwart the aspirations 
of a ljberty-loving people, but those who 
are acquainted with Emperor William’s 
disposition do not hesitate to assign to him 
mcttives that would be ter ned contemptible 
if they were displayed by men of less ex- 
alted station. 

However, it can be asserted with confi- 
dence that’ whatever the emperor’s’ mo- 
tive may be, the German proposal has 
met: with scant approbation. All the pow- 
ers on which popular feeling counts have 
refused to accede to the German proposi- 
tion. Even Italy.and France will not give 
their consent to.it, though Ruessia. despite 
the rélations between the czar’s family and 
that of King George, 1s strongly hostile 
to Greece. 

ENGLAND'S WISH. 


It is the unanimous desire in England 
that Lord Salisbury shall take a finm 
lead in the matter, since experts maintain 
that the British fleet dominates the Med- 
iterranenan as completely as ever Napo- 
leon’s anmmies dominated the continent. 
When the gravest news reached the foreign 
office, Lord Salisbury questioned the admi- 
ralty relative to the strength of the sev- 
eral fleets in the Mediterranean. Mr. Go- 
schen, first lord of the admiralty, replied: 

“We could whip the lot,” and figures 
show that this statement is true. Moreover, 
Italy_is acting in complete harmony with 
Great Britain, and their joint naval arm- 
aments preponderate by 260,000 tons and 359 
guns over the fleets of the other powers. 

Lord Salisbury aims to secure autono- 
my for Crete upon lines similar to those 
upon which autonomy was granted to the 
island of Samoa, with a Greek prince to 
administer its affairs. The secondary part 
that is being played by France is due to 
her absolute knowledge that she is not pre- 
pared to become involved in a maval war. 

The committee of the house of commons 
that is inquiring into the Jameson raid 
and South African affairs generally will 
resume its sittings on TPuesday. It is ex- 
pected that it will report to the house to- 
ward the end of May. 

RHODES AS A WITNESS. 

Mr. Rhodes, the star witness, expected 
that after reading his yoluntary statement 
to the committee only a few questions that 
would lead to explanations of the state- 
ment would be asked him. 

He was very angry when Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt lengthily questioned him 
as to his veracity and motives. Mr, 
Rhodes was inclined not to return to the 
witness stand yesterday, and prepared a 
letter to the committee to that effect. His 
friends, however, dissuaded him from his 
intention amd urged him to see the matter 
through. Among the witnesses who will 
be called is the duke of Fife, son-in-law of 
the prince of Wales; Lord Rosemead, gov- 
ernor of Cape Colony; Dr. Jameson and 
(Miss Flora Shaw, the writer of the telegram 
which hastened the so-called Johannes- 
burg revolution. Miss Shaw, who is a 
clever Irish lady, is a niece of Sir FE. M. 
Shaw, formerly chief officer of the Metro- 
politan fire brigade. 


WOLCOTT IN LONDON. 


United States Senator Wolcott returned 
to London yesterday from Berlin. He was 
in good spirits and looked as though his 
trip to Eurpe had benefited his health. He 
told a representative of the United and As- 
sociated presses that he was much encour- 
aged by the outlook for bimetallism, which 
he implied was favorable. He had been 
well received everywhere. He had always 
traveled im his private capacity and had 
not seen anybody officially.

ENTS IN CRETE 
REPARE FOR BATTLE 


They Are Now Occupying a Strong Position in 
the Hills About Canea, and They Give 
Warning They Will Attack 
Akrotivi Soon.

Canea, February %.—A small force of 
British, Italian and French marines are 
occupying the town of Sitia, on the east- 
ern extremity of the tsland, where a few 
days ago two thousand Moslems were mas- 
sacred by Christians. 

Quiet has been restored in the town and 
the presence of the foreign marines is re- 
garded as an assurance that no further 
disorder need be feared. 


Hostages have been and are still being 


exchanged by Christians and Moslems, and 
both sides show .\. readiness to accept Eu- 
ropean arbitration. 

In the town of Retimo, however, disorder 
still prevails and Moslems continue to 
pillage the houses of Christians, 

Various consuls at Retimo have asked 
that more warships be sent there to re- 
store and preserve order. 

The insurgents, who are occupying the 
hills back of Canea, sent a warning yes- 
terday of their intention to attack the 
town of Akrotiri. 

To this notice Admiral Canevaro, com- 
mander of the cobined fleets, sent reply, 
giving insurgent leaders to understand that 
foreign warships would intervene at first 
sign of attack on the part of the insur- 
gents. 

All of the provinces of Crete have voted 
in favor of uniog with Greece. This fact 
has been communicated to various consuls 
by Greek representatives. 

PHILO-GREEK PROCESSION.

Local Adniinistration Is Being Made 
on the Isiand. 


Athens, February 2.—The non-concur- 
rence of the powers in Greece's action in 
Crete does not appear to have had the de- 
terrent effect that was anticipated, and 
Greece is going ahead as though she had 
the full consent of the powers to her an- 
nexation of the island. 

Colonel Stassos, the aide de camp of the 
king, who is in command of the Greek 
troops in Crete, is already forming a local 
administration in the name of the Ling of 
the Hellenes.

TRANSVAAL INQUIRY, 


Jameson Advises New Commission 
To Stand as a Mediator. 


London, February 20.—The south African 
committe:, appcinted by The house of com- 
mons to Inquire into the troubles in the 
Transvaal and particularly inte the raid 
made by Dr. Jameson and his followers into 
the Boer territcry, resuméd its eittings in 
Westminster: hall yesterday after a two 
days’ recess, The hall was crowded with 
distinguished spectators. 

Mr. Cecil Rhodes, formerly premier of the 
Cape Colony, who was under examination 
by the committee at the time of the ad- 
journment on Tuesday, was again called to 
the witness stand. Mr. Rhodes was examin- 
ed as to the cipher dispatches which pass- 
ed between numerous capPitalists of the 
south African states and others prior to 
the Jameson raid and were later entered as 
evidence at the trial of the members of the 
Johannesburg reform committee at Preto- 
ria. 

In the course of the examination the 
chairman of the committee referred to the 
British high commissioner, Sir Hercules 
Robingon, (now Lord Rosmead). Mr. 
Rhodes said that he had advised the com- 
missioner that if any rising shuuld occur 
he (the commissioner) would better mediate 
between the revolting party and President 
Kruger with the object of securing to the 
people their civil rights. 

Witness had gathered ‘from what the 
commissioner said that he intended to act 
as mediator, in accordance with his sug- 
gestion, and therefore gave his. personal 
pledge to the people of Johannesburg that 
the commissioner would go to that place if 
a insurrection should take place. 

Mr. Rhodes admitted in answer to a di- 
rect question that he had not told the high 
commissioner that he was actively engagéd 
in promoting an insurrection. The object 
of the rising, Mr. Rhodes said, was to ob- 
tain a plebiscite to ascertain whether the 
president were in favor of a union of the 
whole of south Africa or whether the ad- 
ministration of local affairs should be left 
to the Transvaal government. 

Mr. Rt.odes added: “You may be sure that 
I was not going to risk my pesition by 
charging President Kruger for President 
Rhodes.”’

AN ‘ATLANTA POET 
OF THE OLD DAYS. 


In the scorching sixties, when Atlanta 
was a military center, and seven daily 
newspapers were published here, a young 
Virginian named A. R. Watson made his 
home among us, and soon made himseif 
famous. 

At that time our leading daily was The 
Southern Confederacy, under the manage- 
ment of Colonel George W. Adair, who had 
collected a staff. of very bright writers 
whose specialties ranged from police court 
reporting all the way up to political econ- 
omy and belles-lettres. 

Watson joined the group of journalists, 
and at once became a favorite. He was a 
handsome, manly young fellow with a big 
heart and his fpuntain of poetry was ap- 
parently inexhaustible. 


The Virginian was. a good newspaper 
man and an industrious worker. He never 
neglected’ his routine duties, but he found 
time to write ringing verses which found 
their way to every southern camp fire and 
cottage, and some of his lyrics crosse@ the 
sea and became popular in England. 

Hayne, Timrod, Gilmore Simms and all 
literary people recognized his genius and 
hailed him as a rising star. He did not 
write, what Campbell, called “drum = and 
trumpet verses.’"’ He wrote his share of 
war poetry, but his’ muse was generahy 
invoked.ia behalf of softer themes nearer 
to the hearts and hones of his readers. 

In those days the poet was one of the 
most familiar figures on our streets, and 
hundreds of our older citizens 
recall hisi-personality to their memories 
when they read these lines. 

I saw him every day during that exciting 
period when Sherman was slowly but sure- 
ly marching from the Tennessee line to the 
city; With- Henry Watterson and Alex- 
St. Clair-Abrams he frequently sauntered 
. along the streets or gpent a leisure hour 
in the book stores.«'The three were warm 
friends, and the popular verdict was tiat 
they constituted a brilliant trio. j 

Bill Arp thought a great deal of Watson, 
and the two had a hand in the debut of 
the first Comic or humorous periodical ever 
started in Atlanta. Hard Tack was the 
name of this venture: The poet had a 
business interest in it, but the humorist 
Was satisfied to be a contributor. The pa- 
per was a bright little affair, full of poetry 
and funny stories with one of Arp’s best 
letters, and the illustrations were as time- 


ly as an array of old advertising cuts could 


make them. The price of the sheet was 
only fifty. cents in confederate money, but 
it failed to make a hit. At a time when 
the invading army might pounce upon the 
city any day the soldiers and citizens were 
not thinking about humorous papers. So 
‘the experiment stopped with its first issue, 
and it was not renewed. 


But Watson did not need a paper of his 
own to bring him before the public. He 
stood in the front rank of southern diterary 
men, and such journalists in Atlanta as J. 
Henley Smith, Henry Watterson; St. Clair- 
Abrams, Major Steele, L. J. DuPre, John 
H. Seals, John C. Whitner, S. D. Niles. 
Colonel Galloway, & S. Peterson, W. G. 
Whidby and others on the seven dailies 
were his friends and admirers. , 

He followed the fortunes of the confed- 
eracy after Atlanta fell, but was among 
the first to return after the war. He was 
on The New Era for a while and later 
edited The Sun. At one time he edited 
The Ladies’ Home Gazette in partnership 
with Colonel J..S. Prather. The late Bill 
Moore was with him on this paper and also 
en The Sun. The Gazette was a splendid 
literary weekly and first introduced James 
Maurice Thompson to the public. 

About the close of the war Mr. Watson 
married Miss Latimer, of Atlanta, and soon 
had an interesting family in his happy lit- 
tle home. 

When he. was in his prime and was doing 
his best work, he moved to Macon to take 
@ position on The Telegraph and Mes- 
senger. He died there early in the seven- 
ties, and the people of that city testified 
their love for him by purchasing a home 
and presenting it te his family. 

‘There was a general demand for a vol- 
ume of his poems and a literary executor 
Was appointed to take charge of his scrap- 
books and select and edit the material for 


.@ handsome book. 


It was a labor of love with the executor, 
and he carefully guarded the scrapbook. 
One day; however, he left his office for a 
few moments, and when he returned the 
book was missing. He searched every- 


where, employed detectives and offered a 


reward, but the volume was never heard of 


again. 5 
Evidently it had been stolen, but as it was 
not an article that could be sold or exhibit- 
ed without detection, it is believed that 
pets unknown person who cherished a se- 
cret grudge against the gentle singer had 
stolen it and destroyed it to prevent its 
publication. 


It would have been a . slow and difficult 
task to collect the poems from private 
scrapbooks and newspaper files in several. 
‘states, and the project had to be aban- 
doned.

SACRED TO HI8 MEMORY. 

All my life I have been taught to regard 
General Alexander R. Lawton ag a true 
type of the old time southern gentleman. 
His name was mingled with the tenderest 
treditions ef my chiidhood. He was my 
father’s friend in those trying times when 
@ true friend was a friend indeed. Both 
have passed into the land of the shadows, 
now, and have gone to enjoy the rewards 
of lives well spent. Because of those ear- 
ly associations the reading of that splendid 
tribute to the memory of General Lawton 
by the committee of the Savannah bar as- 
suciation, before the supreme court, made a 
deep impression on my mind, It recalled 
haif-forgotten memories and appealed to 
my heart as if every word were an echo 
from some far off shore. Afler the resolu- 
tions were read Justice Atkinson, in behalf 
of the court, utered the following beautiful 
sentiments: 


"Gentlemen of the Bar: The court pauses 
im the midst of its judicial labor to re- 
ceive your report in which you offer a 
proper tribute of respect to the memory of 
one who, far beyond the merit of ordinary 
men, deserved the honors heaped upon him 
during a long, useful and illustrious career 
at the bar, and as well to jom with you in 
briefly referring, for the benefit of those 
who may come after us, to those virtues 
which so adorned his private life, which so 
illuminated his professional career, and 
which rendered so conspicuous: his distin- 
guished services to the public, 


‘General Lawton was present as a mem- 
ber of the bar of this court, we might say, 
almost at its birth; and in the long list of 
illustrious mon whose names were earliest 
entered upon its rolls, we find those who 
in thelr day and time came to be among 
“the foremost men of.aijl this age.”” But 
among them all we find not one who, meas- 
ured by the lofty standard ef true man- 
hood, was a nobler, purer or stronger 
man than Alexander R. Lawton. He was a 
ripe scholar, a profound philosopher, a 
sound lawyer, a broad visioned statesman, 
a-brave soldier, a devoted patriot, a good 
@nan. He loved truth and despised duplici- 
ty and the virtues which adorned the pri- 
vate life of .this many-sided, wonderful 
man, shone forth never more resplendent 
than at this moment, when, after half a 
century at the bar, with a long and inti- 
mate association with those who were ec- 
customed to judge men, when, after a lorg 


.dife spent in public service, with the search- 


light of the public eye turned full upon Fis 
past, no spot appears upon his blameless 
privats life.

“Great as he was at the bar, no less con- 
spicuous Was he as an exemplar of that 
great unwritten law which is enthroned in 
the conscience of honorable men, and 
which at all time finds its best expression 
when one is caHed upon to forego his own 
inte. €its in obedience to the promptings of 
right and justice and truth. 


“Human observation teaches that to be 
virtucus is easy where vices do nut tempt. 
that to be truthful is easy. _ where falsehood 
ig prolitiess, that to be courageous is easy 
when no dangers beset the way, and that 
to be generous is easy when no sacrifice of 
self is required; but the law of which we 
speak appeals to the better emotions and 
to the loftier aspirations of the human 
soul. It js this law which prompts its vo- 
taries to scorn the meaner minor things 
which sometimes lead the lawyer to tem- 


+ porary success at the ultimate expense of 


his own sense of self-respect, and at the 
expense of the good opinion and confidence 
of his brethren at the bar. 


‘It is a law the observance of which en- 
ables one to breathe the purer rarefied at- 
mosphere which may be found only around 
the mountain peaks of a nobler, higher 
Hfe.

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Williams street school is one of the in- 
etitutions of learning of the city that is at- 
tractive beyond the common run of schools 
and one which to touch at any point ‘a 
Pleasant and delightful. 

It is certainly delightful if in examining 
a school, which in itself is a synonym for 
work and care and worry, one finds that 
none of the evidence Of these things is 
visible. Everybody in this institution is 
in dead earnest, but the earnestness is 
not written on the faces of the scholars 
and teachers by frowns or deep lines, but 
by smiles. Each appreciates the task that 
they are setting out to do, and in tact 
ere accomplishing, but bent backs are not 
the outward sign of heavy burdens, Lucky 
is that person who can look at the eastern 
eun with a bright face amd realize that 
the care and work of the day is before 
him, and still more fortunate is the one 
who can view it in the west after that 
work is accomplished and still have a 
bright eye to see it clearly and heart 
enough to speed its parting. 

And all this is said to express the at- 
mosphere that lingers around the Willlams 
street school and -is breathed in by its 
teuchers ang echolars. About a schoolhouse, 
in the very nature of things, a certain air 
of care and toil is bound to linger. It is the 
place of the first struggles, the first con- 
tentions with the world, and these are 
bound to be impressed upon the scholars. 
There is the place where the first frown in 
a child’s life is apt to be formed and any 
institution that can train the young and do 
it well and yet not destroy the natural 
cheerfulness is accomplishing a remarka- 
ble thing. 

This is no simple matter, the mere telling

charge with certificates of the accomplish- 
ed course is necessarily great and repay- 
ing for all the weary hours it has cost, 
but none of these joys are given ta the 
teachers at Williams street school. When 
graduation comes im sight the pupils have 
to seek other schools and as far as this is 
concerned the teachers are to be condoned, 
But laying this aside, as those who are in- 
terested in the welfare of young children, 
they have everything to be congratulated 
for. 

There is the care that cannot be exagger- 
ated and that they accomplish, as has been 
said, with the great addition of not dis- 
troying the gift that they or any one else 
could never replace—the cheerfulness of 
childhood. 

In the first place the building William 
street school occupies is the most beauti- 
ful in the city. It was built only in the 
last three years and it is both artistic and 
pretty—perfectly adapted for tts purpose. 
It is finished In a way that destroys much 
of that bareness that is too often to be the 
characteristic of the school edi- 
fice. The course begins with chil- 
dren that are too young even to 
handle books and before they can be 
prepared for this burden they are taught 
from charts. The first simple rudiments 
of education are instilled into the child’s 
mind from lessons displayed on large sheets 
that are visible to the whole class. 

The teachers that are responsible for this 
work, so important and so delicate, are con- 
sidered by the school board of the city to 
be next in importance to the principal and 
and assistant principal, and unquestionably 
no more important work could be given to 
& man or woman than this. 

The principal of this school is Miss Jo 
Berman and with her are six teachers, and 
it is worthy to note here again, that with 
one exception al) the faculty have received 
their training or part of it at least, in the 
Girls’ High achool, 

The school has over three hundred 
pupils, and considering this, that is most 
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knowledge can be created or destroyed, 
and brought out if it is there, or crushed, 
and the former of these two instamces is 
what is being done at Wiliams street, and 
this is to be accomplished not by lecturing 
or talking, but by those unconscious teach- 
ings that are most indelibly impressed on 
the developing mind. 

This work Miss Berman and her aasist- 
ants are accomplishing, and it is this that 
is most delightfully evident to any one who 
comes in contact with their school, 

Williams street is, in short, in more ways 
than one a model school. ACHESON.

“Atlanta, Ga., February 17,—Editor Even- 
ing Journal: In response to a request from 
your reporter for a statement from us con- 
cerning our giving up the city residence 
circulation of The Evening Constitution, we 
beg to say that we contracted for this cir- 
culation about two weeks ago, and we gave 
wt up for no dther reason than because, 
with a small margin allowed to newsdeal- 
ers with a 2cent paper, it is evidently 
more satisfactory for the city circulation 
to ‘bé conducted from the office, just as The 
Journal's circulation and the Morning 
Constitution's circulation is managed, rath- 
er than by putting it in the hands of an 
independent company. 

“There is money in the sale and delivery 
of a 2-cent evening paper for newsboys, 
but after they are paid, and after the office 
is paid for its papers, there is scarcely 
enough profit to authorize an independent 
company. giving the matter its time and 
attention. 

“We found also that the street sales of 
The Evening Constitution were so large as 
to interfere with our profits on residence 
delivery, there being no profit on streat 
sales for us, the newsboys getting the pa- 


pers at the same price we paid for them | 


for residence delivery. 

“The Constitution will, therefore, take 
charge of its own circulation of the even- 
ing paper, just as it does the morning pa- 
per. The evening papers now go largely to 
mewsboys and news agents, and with sev- 
eral thousand copies a day sold to them, 
there is not enough profit, when restricted 
to residence delivery, to warrant the full 
time and attention of an independent ¢com- 
pany, TURMAN & HUNTER.” 


As to Circulation. 

The circulation of The Evening Constitu- 
tion, which is just one month old today, is 
larger than that of any other evening 
newspaper between Baltimore and New Or- 
leans, and it has increased every day. The 
residence delivery circulation is but a 
small part of the circulation of The Even- 
ing Constitution, which finds its way every 
day into the homes of every street in the 
city of Atlanta, and in all parts of the 
state. 

Messrs. Turman and Hunter had nothing 
to do with the papers delivered either by 
hews agents or newsboys; and after a trial 
of their contract, limiting their business 
only to city residence delivery, it was mu- 
tually agreed that it was best for this 
feature of the delivery to be conducted 
from the office, so that newsboys, news 
agents and: city residence delivery would 
al! be under one management. 

The Constitution voluntarily assumed the 
obligations of ‘Messrs. Turman and Hunter 
to ‘their newsboys, and it canmot be said 
how—as it has never been said in the past— 
that any man who works for The Constl- 
tution does not get full and prompt pay. 
Unfortunately, this cannot be said of some 
other Atlanta newspapers, especially some 
of those who are now posing as Constitu- 
tion critics. 

The business arrangements of a newspa- 
per do not interest the public so long as 
the people get the value of their money 
paid for subscriptions, and The Constitu- 
tion is not disposed to epter into any con- 
troversy as to the business management of 
other newspapers. The Constitution not 
only pays regular dividends to its stock- 
holders, but it also pays fts debts. 

Some other newspapers pay neither divi- 
dends nor debts. The Constitution pays its 
employes dollar for dollar, and has, instead 
of reducing salaries, raised them, while 
some other newspapers have not only re- 
duced salaries, but they have withheld 
payment. The Constitution pays for its 
telegrams, for its rent, and for every other 
account against it—and there is never a 
moment’s delay about it. 

Some other wewspapers pay neither rent 
Tor press accounts as long as they can 
avoid woing so; and if the business man- 
agement of newspapers is of sufficient in- 
terest to the public to invite further dis- 
cussion, The Constitution is prepared to 
throw a flood of light on this topic.

Seaboard vs. Southern and Central 
vs, Louisville and Nashville. 


CLASH OVER ANOTHER LINE 


Freight Changes Go Into Effect Today. 
The board Representatives Here 
Again Tomorrow—Railroad Officials 
Are in Town—Items of Interest to 


Railroad People.

Four of the largest railroads in the éouth 
are now in a warm fight. 

The four railroads are not in the same 
fight, but the fights are similar. The 
Southern and the Geaboard Air-Line are 
fighting over the lease of the North Caro- 
lina railroad and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville and the Central of Georgia railway 
are fighting over the lease of the Georgie 


railroad. 

The two fights ae attracting wide-spread 
attention over the country and the devel- 
opments will. be watched with caution to 
see which side comes out ahead. 

The most interesting of the two fights Is 
doubtless that of ‘the Seaboard and South- 
ern for the possession of the North Caro- 
lina ratiroad. This road extends from 
Charlotte to Greensboro and forms the 
connecting fink in the main line of the 
Southern’s system from Atlanta to Wash- 
ington. 

‘A bill was introduced in the North Caro- 
lina legislature a few days ago to annul 
the lease which the Southern has on the 
North Carolina road. This bill has been 
considered at length and owing to the big 
advance in rental which the Seaboard has 
offered for the road the legislature is in- 
clined to consider it with favor. 

Ever since tf introduction of the bill at- 
torneys of the two systems have been in 
Raleigh and several lively tilts have been 
enacted between them. 

The attorneys of the Southern say that 
the legislature should take no hand in the 
matter, but on the contrary if the Southern 
has not Hved up to the condition of its 
contract The attorney general of the state 
should také the matter in hand and bring 
suit against the railroad company to annul 
the lease. The procedure would be entirely 
fair and would give the road a chance to 
defend itself. 

If the Seaboard should be successful in 
having the lease annulled and getting the 
line the Southern would have to build a 
connencting link to cover the distance, 
which was at one time surveyed, and is at 
the present time staked out, 

THE GEORGIA MUDDLE. 

The fight between the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad and the Central railroad 
is to re-establish the fact that the iatter 
is a co-lessee with the fonmer of the Geor- 
gia railroad. 

Several years ago ‘the roads leased the 
Georgia road and after the Central went in 
the hands of a receiver it failed at one 
time to put up its half of the deficit, The 
Louisville and Nashville vaid the full 
@mount at the time, and although the 
Central has since offered to pay the amount 
the Louisville and Nashville has refused, 


saying that the failure broke the contract 


and gave it the full possession of the 
Georgia. 

Since Messrs Thomas & Ryan became in- 
terested in the Central they have investi- 
gated this point and have now instituted 
suit for their rights. The case will be 
heard before Judge Speer at Macon on 
March 18th. 

FREIGHT CHANGES. 

The changes in the Southern freight de- 
partment will go into effect. today. By 
the change fhe general agents of the com- 
pany lose that title and become commer- 
cial agents. Several changes are also 
made. 

Henry 8. Jackson, general aweent 
Chattanooga, is transferred to Atlanta as 
soliciting agent; the title of General ent. 
lL. lL. McCleskey at this place is changed 
to commercial agent and Howard Peeples 
is made traveling agent. 

Mr. Jackson is succeeded at Chattanooga 
by J. Tipton, traveling agent at Knoxville, 
who becomes commercial agent. 

These changes were made in the interest 
of economy and the title of general agent 
was abolished in accord with a decree of 
General Freight Agent Smith,

Places of Obstruction Will Not Be 


Allowed To Remain. 


MAYOR BEHIND THE ORDER 


} 
He Calls the Attention of Chief Con- 


molly to an Old Ordinance and Or- 


ders It Enforced, Which Means That : 


the Stands Must Go. 


All fruit venders doing business, or hav- 
ing stands on the streets or sidewalks in 
the city must move off within the next ten 
days. 

There is an ordinance In the code which 
gays no license shall issue to any person 
to carry on any business stand on the 
streets or sidewalks of the city of Atlanta. 

The recent encroachment on the public 
thoroughfares by‘ the fruit venders has 
caused the city fathers to take notice of 
the law. At the last session of the council 
an ordinance was passed, the intent of 
which was to rid the streets and sidewalks 
of these stands by going at them in an 
indirect manner. The ordinance requires 
that the stand be moved at the close of 
business each day. It was thought that 
the venders would soon, get tired moving 
their effects each day and shortly move 
into some building. But so far it has had 
no effect. 

Mayor Collier has been investigating the 
situation, and on yesterday notified Chief 
Connolly of the old law, and instructed him 
to put it in force. Acting upon instructions 
Chief Connolly has given all the venders 
ten days within which they must move. 

The fight on the stands is not being 
made on the vender alone, but also on the 
property owners who are renting the space 
on the outside of their stores—the space 
which has been graciously allotted them by 
the council upon which to display their 
goods. 

It has come to the mayor that several 
property owners are receiving as much as 
$60 a month from fruit venders as rent for 
the space. This being in direct violation of 
the purpose for which the space was grant- 
ed, Mayor Collier felt that the privilege 
was being abused. 

The responsibility rests with the tax com- 
mittee, which has the power to recommend 
or reject all such licenses, and why it 
should have overlooked the law is a puz- 
zling question with a majority of the city 
council. 

The law now being resurrected, it is not 
likely that ~any more such licenses will 
issue. 


QUEEN VICTORIA’S HOUSEHOLD. 


State Functions and Splendid Enter- 
tainments at Buckingham Palace. 


At the court of Queen Victoria, says The 
Londen Telegraph, it has not been cus- 
tomary that the staff or maids of honor 
should exceed eight in number, and at that 
strength it has been maintained for inany 
years past—certainly ever since her majes- 
ty wes stricken by the. heaviest of her 
many domestic bereavements. During two 
decades of happy married life the queen 
had much more frequent occasion for 
availing herself of the ministrations of the 
younger ladies of her household, than she 
has had in the comparative seclusion of 
her widowhood. From 1840 to 1860 Buck- 
ingham palace was the scene of many 
splendid entertainments, and what with 
state ‘“‘functions,’’ royal visits to the opera 
house and principal theaters and am infi- 
nite variety of public ceremonies which her 
majesty was pleased to honor with her 
presence, the,service of her “‘matds’’ and 
women of the bedchamber were in contin- 
ular request. It was, of course, necessary 
that two of the former should always be 
in readiness to wait upon their royal mis- 
tress at a moment’s notice, and this re- 
quirement, during the season, involved a 
daily attendance at/ the palace of four 
maids of honor, eath two in their turn 
taking a spell of six hours’ duty. These 
young ladies were relieved at fixed inter- 
vals, their service being performed during 
alternate weeks or months, In accordance 
with arrangements sanctioned by the 
queen at the instance of the mistress of 
the robes, and it is more than probable 
that, in view of illness or accident, which 
might at amy time incapacitate the dam- 
sels of the regular establishment from ful- 
filling their nted charge, supernumer- 
ary maids of Ronor were constantly in re- 
serve to meet whatever unexpected emer- 
gency might occur. 

Even now the name of an “extra” maid 
of honor figures in the list of noble damsels 
attached to the royal household in the de- 
partment of the mistress of the robes, 
while it may be gathered from the same 
lists that there are four “extra’’ bed- 
chamber women, one of whom also bears 
the most exalted title of the British no- 
bility. This circumstance would seem to 
eae the inference that the maids of 

onor are better able to endure fhe fatigue 
of court service than the ladies in ae 
of maturer years, who evidently stan 
in need of numerous substitutes and fre- 
quent relief. One of the regulations pre- 
scribed to members of the housenold, fe- 
male as well as male—to-wit, that ‘they 
may not sit down in the queen’s presence, 
save at her majesty’s express command— 
is assuredly more suitable to young giris 
than to elderly or even middle-aged dames, 
such as the ladies of the Sed-chamber, 
several of whom are officially described as 
“dowagers”’ in the list above referred to. 
The salary drawn by British maids of 
honor is a small one, barely sufficient to 
enable them to defray the cost of their 
toilets, in which the nice gradations of 
court mourning too often figure very ex- 

nsively. In all probability, fowever, be- 

ng daughters of rs of the realm, the 
young ladies are liberally subventioned by 
their. parents, and 300 pounds a year, when 
all is said and done, will pay for a good 
deal of fashionable millinery, such as may 
fitly be worn by the youthful attendants of 
a widow queen.

THE NEW SANITARIUM. 


DRS. ELKIN AND COOPER’S INSTI- 
TUTS DESCRIZED. 


It Will Be One of the Finest in the 
South and Work Will Soon Be 
Commenced on the New 
Building. 


The sanitarium to be built by Dr. W. 8. 
Elkin and Dr. Cooper will be one of the 
finest in the south. 

It will be on the corner of Fairlie and 
Luckie streets, with the main entrance 
on Luckie street. 

The building will be three stories high 
and 50x94 in dimensions. 

The entrance will be of stone, with large 
columns on each side of the door, enter- 
ing into a very large vestibule, handsomely 
furnished in oak. On each side of the. ves- 
tibule will be waiting rooms for ladies and 
gentlemen. 

Back of the waiting rooms will be the 
private offices of Drs. Elkin and Cooper. 

There will be a large hall, extending from 
the vestibule to the rear of the building. 
Also on the main floor will be seven rooms, 
to be used by house physicians, head 
nurses and by patients. 

The basement will be above ground, and 
will have the kitchen, dining room, pan- 
try, storeroom, cold storage, laundry, fur- 
nace room and six bedrooms for nurses and 
attendants. 

There will be thirteen bedrooms.on the 
second floor—all to be used by patients. 

On the third floor there will be: eleven 
bedrooms for patients, operating room, 
sterilizing room and etherizing rooms. 

The exterior will be finished in stone up 
to the first story. The front and side porches 
will be in stone. Above the first story the 
building will be of pressed brick, with 


terra cotta cornices. The interior will be ' 


finished in oak, and furnished with ail 
conveniences necessary in a first class 
private hospital. 

There will be hot and cold baths on 
each floor. The building will have elec- 
tric and gas light, steam heat; hot and 
cold water. 

Mr. G,: L. Normann is the architect, and 
he says that the bulding will be elegant in 
every respect. 

The sketchers of the new ‘building were 


taken to New York by Drs. Elkin and

GOT $800 CONFEDEBATE MONEY 


No Clew Can Be Found Which Prom- 
izes To Bring the Outiaws 
to . 


DETECTIVES AT WORK ON CASE 


White Mem Are Supposed To Have 
Entered the Stere and Ransacked 
the Safe—Smeke from the Explosion 

Fils the Store—Police Discever the

Last night shortly after midnight the safe 
of J. F. Morris, who has a store on Peters 
Street, and who: lives in West End, was 
blown.open. and all of the cash, amounting 
to about $25, valuable papers and notes, 
and about $800 in confederate money, was 
extracted. 

The robbery was one of the boldest and 
most daring on record and several of the 
best detectives that are to be fpund in 
the city are now’ at work on the case, and 
it is probable that before many hours 
have passed the men-who did the deed will 
be behind the bars. 

The men who did the work were not 
novices and plainly showed that this is not 
the first time that they have been engaged 
in this work. This leads the officers to 
believe that they come from another cly, 
although it is extremely probable that 
they had the help of the local crooks. 

The officers are sure that the robbery 
was committed while the evening watch 
was being relieved by the morning watch, 
because Officers Taylor and Wilson had 
just left that vicinity and they noticed 
nothing wrong. When Officers Bevers and 
Randall reached their beat they at once 
began to make-the rounds of the. stores, 
and when they came to Morris’s place they 
found the door partly open. 

They opened tae door and walked in. As 
they did so a flood of smoke met them full 
in the face and it was with difficulty that 
they could breathe. They immediately no- 
tified the Morris’s, who were at home in 
West End, and it was fully 2 o'clock be- 
fore young. Morrts. arrived. 

MUST HAVE HAD SKELETON KEY.

Inside the store, and in the rear portion, 
was the safe, The door proper was hanging 
on one hinge, while the filling was on the 
floor fully three feet distance. A. monkey 
wrench, a hammer and two picks were the 
implements used by’ the robbers in their 
work. 

The. men evidently went ta the, store: “after 
money and” nothing else,’ for ndéne” of: the 
goods in the store was touched. The: cash 
drawer was also broken. open, but here the 
robbers. obtdined only a few cents. The de- 
tectives went to work’ on the case at’ once 
and this morning found. the: first clew as 
to which direction the robbers took. 

Under the house of Mr. Leak; who. lives 
just around the corner from the. store on 
Garnett street, was found some of the pa- 
pers which were in the safe, among them 
being several life imsurance policies and 
several deeds to land. This shows that the 
robbers went down Garnett street, but fur- 
ther than this nothing is known by the 
detectives and no arrests have been made.

It 
was almost impossible at that time to hire 
any help at the exposition grounds and she 
was actually doing the work herself. 

‘There,’ said Mr. Nesbitt, “is an ocular 
demonstration of what I’ve told you,”’ and 
the doubting Thomas was silenced by the 
sound of the saw and hammer in the 
southern woman's hands. 

In the beginning of this article it was 
stated that such an exhibit as the one 
contemplated by Mr. Nesbitt will be of 
great value to women, and it will, inasmuch 
as it will draw their attention to the fact 
that women who must work can. be suc- 
cessful outside the beaten track of stenog- 
raphy and the shops and dressmaking. Of 
course somebody must do these things and 
there will always be young women ip the 
cities who will prefer such work to any- 
thing else they could do, but there are so 
many young women in the country and in 
small towns who are longing for some- 
thing to do. And these have the earth end 
the fullness thereof, at their feet if they 
could only quit straining their gaze away 
to the city long enough to see it.
